To increase the unity among Chinese Christians, to remove the misunderstandings caused by 
the name of the Movement, and to establish more clearly the nature and responsibility of this 
oppose-imperialism love-country movement, we should continue on the road which Chinese Chris- 
tians have been following during the past four years but not be obstinate about the name of the 
Movement, We propose that in establishing the formal organization we should consider giving 

Chris- it the name Committee of the Chinese Christian Three-self Patriotic Movement, and the move- 
ment itself should be called the Chinese Christian Three-self. Patriotic Movement, This name 
will increase unity and further our work, 

z P*ei- In the development of our Three-self patriotic Movement, we should do the following things: 

, Liu (1) Call upon all Christians to uphold the Constitution of the Chinese People’s Republic and 


work for the establishment of a socialist society. 


The draft of the Constitution of the Chinese People’s Republic has already been published and 
will soon be accepted as the fundamental law of the land, In the Preamble we read, ‘*The system 
of people’s democracy - new democracy - of the People’s Republic of China ensures that China 
can in a peaceful way wipe out exploitation and poverty and build a prosperous and happy Social- 
ist society,** Article 88 reads, ‘Citizens of the People’s Republic of China have freedom of re- 

Cc . Ss belief,** a stili more impressive statement for us, We call all Christians to a serious 


study and discussion of the draft of the Constitution, Let each of us in our separate stations show . 
that Christians love country and love church, have a spirit of service and sacrifice, stand on the 
side of the people, and are ready to respond to the call of the government to take part in con- 
structive work for the country and work diligently to fulfil the tasks of the transition period so 


that the great objective of a socialist society may be realized, 


(2) Call upon all Christians to oppose aggressive imperialism and work for an enduring 
world peace, 


God has through Jesus Christ proclaimed a gospel of peace, The Bible teaches us to make 
a good witness on behalf of peace. We must by effective work respond to the call and the action 
of the Committee on World Peace in favor of negotiation by the great powers, decreasing inter- 
national tensions, preventing aggressive wars, and prohibiting the widespread use of atomic and 
bacterial weapons, and thus stand together with the lovers of peace in China and the whole world, 


and work for a peaceful and happy life for all mankind, 


The day before our Conference opened, July 21, an agreement was reached in Geneva re- 
garding a truce and the re-establishment of peace in Indochina, When this news was reported to 
the Conference it was greatly impressed and broke out with enthusiastic clapping, The signing 
of the Indochina truce agreement is another great achievement of world peace, following the 
Korean truce, This new victory is another assurance that peaceful means can decide interna- 
tional disputes, and is a defeat for the American ‘‘strength policy’’, We rejoice in this new 
victory, and at the same time we are determined to oppose the occupation of our own land For- 
mosa by the American imperialists, and be on the alert against their attempts to heighten world 


tension and intrigue for war, 


(3) Continue patriotic studies by church members and church workers, and wipe out impe- 
rialistic influences, 


The experience of the past four years has shown us that patriotic studies are the most ef- 
fective means of rooting out imperialistic influences, These studies arouse the high patriotism 
of Christians, unite us with our own people, and enable us to work for a Three-self church, So — 
we must resolutely continue these studies, We should encourage all Christians to take part in 
studies in their own circles, and should unite all church workers in regularly and specially or- 
ganized study classes, so that we might all be deeply imbued with patriotic ideas, 


(4) Consolidate church organization in the spirit of self-government, 


In some churches today there are disagreements between church members or between pas- 
tors and members, These disagreements perpetuate the divisions caused by imperialism, violate 
the spirit of self-government, and are a hindrance to the healthy growth of the church, Since 
our churches are in process of breaking off all relations with imperialism and coming under the 
control of Chinese Christians, we should in the spirit of love-country love-church overcome 
these conditions, show forth the Christian spirit of mutual helpfulness and love and undertake the 


task of building up the church, 
(5) Study the problems of self-support and find out how to solve them, 


We are profoundly concerned with the difficulties which some churches are having in achiev- 
ing self-support, We propose that a Committee on Self-support be set up, to study the present 
condition of self-support in the churches and provide whatever help is necessary and possible for 
those churches and pastors who though fully entering into the Three-self Patriotic Movement still 
experience financial difficulties, and also request the government to continue to care for and 
help these churches which are in difficulty, so that the whole Chinese church may more speedily 


arrive at complete self-support,
